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125 federal workers book off for day

More than 125 federal gov¬ 
ernment workers in Greater 
Victoria booked off their jobs 
Thursday morning in w'hal 
their union spokesman called 
a '‘.spontaneous demonstra¬ 
tion” to show their displeasure 
wnth tlKi latest wage settle¬ 
ment offered them by the 
fedetal treasury board. 

But the workers wil| be 
back at their jobs this morn¬ 
ing, Tom Dalzell, business 
representative for the Public 
Service Alliance of Canada 


for Vancouver Island, said in 
an interview late the same 
day. 

Dalzell said the nviss walk¬ 
out. which also struck federal 
facilities in Montreal and 
Toronto, had been triggered 
by the treasury Ixiard’s offer 
of an average wage increase 
of 10.'25 |ier cent for the 19,500 
Canadian memliers of the 
General l^bor Tiades Group 
of the PSAC. 

"But that was the average 
raise,” Dalzell said. 

"Over 6,000 of those 
workers would have been 


given raises of only 7 per 
cent, 3.1 per cent less than the 
cost-of-living increase.” 

He said the workers, who 
aiT seeking wage parity with 
workers in private business, 
had decided to end tlieir dem- 
imstration after the treasury 
board agreed late Thursday to 
submit the wage question to 
conciliation. 

The walkout saw workers at 
William / Head prison. Rocky 
Point ammunition magazine, 
dockside grain elevators, 
transport ministry base on 
Harbor Road, hydrographic 
services base, coast guard he¬ 


licopter base, government 
drydock and CFB dockyard 
refusing to reportes^o^ work 
Thursday moraing. 

Government spokesmen 
could not be reached for com¬ 
ment on the bookoff, but pre¬ 
liminary reports indicated 
none of the facilities was com¬ 
pletely closed by the workers’ 
action. 

Meanwhile. in Montreal 
ThuJsday, conditions were 
touch-and-go at that city’s in¬ 
ternational airport, as mainte¬ 
nance workers continued their 
two-day walkout.. 


That w'alkout, t«X), is c.xpect- 
ed to end tl>is morning. 

But, during the two days it 
lasted, it disrupted operations 
at Montreal International Air¬ 
port, creating chaos. 

All flights into and out of 
the airport were cancelled 
Wednesday, and only Air Can¬ 
ada,' Air France and Eastern 
Airlines were flying Thurs¬ 
day. 

CP Air flights are e.\i)ected 
to resume today, as ' are 
flights of British Airways. 

About 275 men were In¬ 
volved in the Montreal walk¬ 
out.

OTTAWA (UPI) — The Canadian Council on 
Social Development said Thursday it oppt^ed Urban 
Affairs Minister Barney Danson’s new housing pro¬ 
visions which provide federal subsidies to private 
money lenders. 

^rge Carreau of the council’s housing com¬ 
mittee said the new policy was “a dangerous pi-e- 
cedent and one which will primarily benefit 
j-elatively affluent families rather than those most 
in need.” 

He said that the ceiling on income brackets 
which qualify for subsidies, and which vary depend¬ 
ing on location and size of family, was too high in 
most places. 

CaiT'eau called the measures an inefficient use 
of scarce capital i^ources. The subsidy will only 
reduce interest rates for the borix)wer by IV 2 to ^ 
per cent. 

He also said the government would lose control 
over the quality of housing produced under the new 
provisions. 

The council said the government should be 
directing its funds toward improving existing hous¬ 
ing and helping the needs of low-income Canadians.

OTTAWA (UPD - The fed¬ 
eral goveniment has amended 
legislation to give members of 
Parliament a 50 per cent 
wage raise and now proposes 
a 33.3 per cent increase with 
additional annual raises to fol¬ 
low. 

Lil>eral,^ Consersatixe and 
.Social Credit MPs welcomed 
the proposal Thui*sday and 
jeered New Democratic Parly 
Spokesman Ed Kroadlient 
when he said "the NDP will 
have exactly nothing to do 
with this proposal.” 

Broadbent said although the 
initial . increase was smaller 
than that originally proposed 
the addition of proposed annu¬ 
al raises would give MPs 
more money oxer the long 
tferm.

No threat of radical commodily shortages 

Hopeful view amid gloom 


WASHINC.TON (CP) - Fif¬ 
teen economists from Japan, 
western Euro[)e and North 
America — one of them a Ca¬ 
nadian are forecasting that 
the cuirent steep rise in prifces 
for primary commodities is 
“unlikely to last.” 

Not only that, they say. but 
the ‘‘frequently jiortrayed vi¬ 
sion” of a future xxorld domi¬ 
nated ^y cartels is "vastly 
oxerdraxxTi.” 

The experts reached their 
conclusions after a studv- into 
future supplies of mirrerals, 
food and other primary prod¬ 
ucts aside from oil. 

Those conclusions, wluch 
they say should be valid 
"througii the end of this cen-

Colo.; Cali¬ 
fornia and Hawaiian Sugar 
Co. of San Francisco; Amal¬ 
gamated Sugar (Jb. of Ogden. 
Utah, and Consolidated Foods 
Corp. of Chicago, 

'rhe indictments and two 
companion civil suits accused 
the companies of engaging in 
.separate conspiracii's in the 
regional markets »)f the U.S. 
xxest coast and the middle 
xxest. 

A third cixil suit alleged a 
similar conspiracy in xvestern 
and mountain states. The 
three regional markets en- 
tuinpass ‘J3 states.

Conservatixe leader Robert

public as "inflationary and 
excessive” but added he xvas 
in general support of the 
amended proposal. 

"One-third increase seems 
to me to lie appropriate and 
moderate and one that should 
n<^>l appear in any sense infla¬ 
tionary.’’ he said. 

The Social Credit party xxas 
al.so ir a<‘cord with the 
amende fl proposals and 
suggested MPs xvho th<ipght 
the inci'ease excessive should 
lie permitted by legislation to 
reject the surplus amount.

• Negotiating producer- 
consumer agreements for se¬ 
lected commodities e.xported 
mainly by developing coun¬ 
tries. using buffer stocks fin¬ 
anced by industrial countries 
or by ^international financial 
institutions to reduce price 
fluctuations. 
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Encouraging co-o|>eration to 
assure an adequate flow of 
capital, to expand production 
of primary commodities. bi:»th 
by devising rules governing 
sensitive issues such as own¬ 
ership rights, incentives and 
taxes, and through participa¬ 
tion liy the World ^nk’s in¬ 
ternational finance corpora¬ 
tion. 

• Intensifying efforts to 
accelerate the growth of agri¬ 
cultural output in developing 
countries. 

• Reducing bax’riers to de¬ 
veloping ciiuntries’ c.xports of 
agricultural pmlucts, 
priH ossed minerals and labor- 
in I c n s i v c manufactured 
gfNMis. 

While differences in the re- 
.source jwsitions of North 
America, western Europe and 
Japan might suggest conflicts 
of interest, the e.xperts em¬ 
phasized that economic inter¬ 
dependence made a coroiiera- 


tive approach to commodity 
problems essential. 

The report said there is 
’“every reason to believe’* 
that technological innovation 
and discovery in minerals will 
continue and that “a more re¬ 
alistic constraint on mineral 
supplies than resource deple¬ 
tion could be insufficient 
investment.” 

Not only wxxild mining and 
processing have to compete 
with other capita] for expan¬ 
sion, “but there are also un¬ 
certainties about public policy 
on ownership rights, taxation, 
environmental protection and 
price controls that introduce | 
risks for potential investors in j 
mineral development.” the re- j 
port states. 

’’When . . . forms of cco- j 
nomic rationalism tilt the ' 
terms <d investment excessive¬ 
ly in favor of the host 
country,” the reiK/rt says, 1 
“investment in exploration j 
and in capital facilities could 
be discouraged.”

They' w-anled a 50 per cent rise which 
would have given them S50.000 a year in real 
earnings. Plus, plus, plus. Free air travel, 
free secretarial ttwxj) service, free long dis- 
lance phoning privileges, free mail and, 
heaven help us. almost free haircuts... ; 

THE THOUGHT persists the whole scen¬ 
ario must have been written by Art Buch- 
wald and that it was all really a put-qn. a 
giant practical joke. 

The fact, relatively few. if indeed any, of 
them are worth this kind of money is lost on 
them. They have, as a matter of record, 
botched the job to an almost unbelievable 
degree. 

’They have no control of government, no 
«ontrol of spending. They long ago abdicated 
thes^e roles to the mandarins of Ottj^wa-Hull. 
•Many of them would be hard pressed running 
free lunch stands. 

NOW they are looking for a new for¬ 
mula. I can give them one — nothing more 
than the cost of living increase per year. Not 
12>3 per cent per year during the next hxir 
years, but whatever the cost of living hike 
might be. It might only be 3 or 4 per cent in 
one of the next four years. 'That’s all they 
should get. period. 

Ho>vever. the action of our “honorable” 
members was mere apple snitching com¬

THE lowest-paid judge earns $25,000 a 
year now and wx>uld jump to $42,000 a year, 
with corresponding bikes all the way up the 
ladder. Funny, but I’ve never seen a poor 
judge and unlike the MPs, they haven’t ^ven 
got the excuse of having to maintain two 
homes. 

'The need for restraint, so forcefully pro¬ 
claimed by John Turner just a fortnight ago, 
becomes comic opera dialogue. The need for 
strong leadership in the matter of restraint 
has gone out the window. 

Will this particular tempest have any 
bearing on the next election? Not a chance. 
The crime will be long forgotten and they 
will once again tell us w-hat a magnificent job 
|hey did and ask us to send them back 
continue that magnificent job. 

The excuses for their attempt at not-so- 
petty larceny are ludicrous, fatuous. They 
forget they arc working for us, not the other 
way around.

House will hold 
secrecy inquiry

OTTAWA iCP» The Com¬ 
mons decided Thursday to 
(onduct an inquirv into gov¬ 
ernment secrecy and how well 
present information practices 
conform with the democratic 
principle of the public's right 
to know. 

By all-part>' agreement, the 
House assigned the inquiry to 
the e.xisting joint Commons- 
Senate committee on regula¬ 
tions and other statutory in¬ 
struments. The Senate also 
must approve the idea. 

The 20-member joint com¬ 
mittee. headed by Liberal 
Senator Eugene Forsey (On¬ 
tario) and Progressive Con- 
s e r V a t i V e MP Robert 
M c q,l c a V e f Halifax-East 
Hants), received a simQar as¬ 
signment in March. 1973, but 
never got around to the study. 

This time, the committee 
ha.s been instructed to exam¬ 
ine the subject matter of leg¬ 
islation proposed by Gerald 
Baldwin (PC—Peace River), 
based on the jirincible that 
•‘the citi/.cn*s right to kn»v 
the public business is fun¬ 
damental to a participatory 
democracy." 

In addition, the committee 
is asked tb examine a set of 
1973 government rules on pro¬ 
viding information to 
members of Parliament. Op¬ 
position MPs have criticized 
them as too restrictive. 

Curing a 15-minute Com¬ 
mon* debate on the subject 
Thursday. Baldwin said Par¬ 
liament should pass a law 
that establishes the right of 
access to government infor¬ 
mation by press and publi»‘ as 
•a fundamental freedom 
under the protection of the 
courts." 

The effect of such a law. he 
.satd, would be to reverse the 
present practice whereby the 
government decides on its 
(A\n what information should 
be made fHiblic. 

Baldwin, supported by MPs 
of other parties, agreed there 
would have to be exceptions 
to (he general rule of free 


access to govemmenl infor¬ 
mation. including the needs of 
national security. But it 
should be open to the public to 
challenge in the courts a gov¬ 
ernment decLsion to withhold 
information, he said. 


Alberta fools pundits: 
$160 million surplus 

IlDMONTON (CP) — Despite predictions of a 
deficit, the AlberU government recorded a surplus 
of $ieO million for 197^-74, Douglas Rogers, pro¬ 
vincial auditor, reported 'Hiursday. 

It was the first since a $31-million surplus ui 
1969. The 1979-74 fiscal year began with a foreca.sl 
of a $139-niillion deficit. 

The surplus is largely attributed to the .sale of 
natural resources.

The measures, in a package 
of National Housing Act 
amendments introduced in the 
Commons by Urban Affairs 
Minister Barney Danson. ex¬ 
tend the Assist^ Home Own¬ 
ership Program to make fed¬ 
eral subsidies available tb 
new-home buyers who obtain ^ 
financing through private i 
mortgage loans, if they're j 
buying their first home fron) 
the time the new bill becomes 
law. 

At present AHOP assistance 
IS available only directly 
through the Central Mortgage 
and Housing Corp. 

Maximum incomes to quali¬ 
fy for assistance are pegged 
to area and family size. They 
increase by $3(X) for each 
clHld and start at $18,914 a 
year in Vancouver. $18,856 in 
Toronto. $17,786 in Ottawa. 
$17,514 in Hamilton. $16,863 in 
Victoria, $16,227 in Montreal. 
$14,863 in Edmonton. $14,638 
in Quebec. $14,532 in Calgary, 
$14,359 in Regina and Saska- 


toon. $14,045 :n St. John’s and 
$13,897 in Winnipeg. 

Officials said the maximum 
mortgage loans available 
under the plan, covering 95 
per cent of total cost, vary 
from $38,525 in Vancouver and 
$38,500 in Toronto to $36,250 in 
Hamilton. $31,750 in Edmon- 
ton . $30,650 in St. John's, Nfld.. 
$29,350 in Calgary. $28,4a0 jn 
Regina and Saskatoon and 
$26,650 in Montreal. 

TTiese ceilings increase by 
about $750 for every child in 
the buyers’ family. 


.Maximum mortgage figures 
fbr Victoria were not avail¬ 
able but they’re expected to 
be clo^e to Vancouver’s, 
though probably lower. 

Danson said the proposed 
change is designed to attract 
inpre than $1 bfllion in private 
capital for construction of mo- 
d e r a te l y - pri ced housing by 
making AHOP aid available 
under mortgages provided by 
banks. life insurance, trust 
and loan companies and cred¬ 
it unions. 

The extension also would 


apply to privately financed 
low-rental housing where 
owners agree to control rents 
at ”£air and reasonable” 
levels over a five-to-15-year 
period. 

Vancouver Island Building 
Trades Council spokesman 
John Schibli said the federal 
government has missed the 
key point in the housing issue. 

To curb the increasing costs 
of housing "a control has to 
be placed on the high cost of 
land,” he said. In Victoria, 
about nne-third of the cost of 
a house is the property.”

npHE “POOR TYPE” IMAGE that Canada created 
i for itself in the eyes of the United States with 
the recently announced oil export policies is fading 
fast. There is every indication that proposals be¬ 
fore both the House of Repr^ntatives and the 
Senate in retaliation of the leasing out as well as 
the increasing of the price of Canadian oil supply 
to the south will peter out. Some members of the 
IJ.S. Congress were quick to react with demands 
that Canada be made to pay more for use of pipe¬ 
lines through northern states to move western oil 
to Eastern Canada. But they are not getting the 
support they had hoped for or expected. 

They are being shot down, in fact, from high 
plac*es. \ 

On the price increase, Senator Henry Jackson 
of Washington who could w’ell be the next Demo¬ 
cratic presidential candidate, said in a television in¬ 
terview at the national capital the other day that 
the Canadian action w'as justifiable. He explained 
the facts of the matter: Canada is charging only 
what the U.S. allows its producers to put on the 
price tag for unregulated oil. 

Then came the secretary' of the treasury. Wil¬ 
liam Simon, in another television inten iew who, on 
Canada’s decision to end oil exports within a few 
years, commented: ‘‘T rather believe we would act 
the same way.” 

He spelled out Canada’s position, the plan to 
.supply western oil to the Monti’eal market tiux)ugh 
an ail-Canada pipeline, and. ‘‘As a result fhcy’re 
phasing out our oil imports to our Midw^est.” 

It was all faiivand square, Mr. Simon told the 
r.S. objectors. It was l)eing done in a manner “that 


won’t be too disruptive, as we bring on additional 
supplies in this country” — an obvious reference to 
Alaska oil. 

At the same time, retiring Senator William 
Fulbright. speaking to the National Press Club in 
Washington, said Canada is ‘‘wise” to protect its 
own natural I'esourccs. 

Meanwhile, the powerful Los Angeles Times 
has spoken out strongly on the question of Canada- 
U.S. relations and on the oil question: ‘‘Canada, like 
the United States, w'ould like to be self-sufficient in 
cnei-gy and, unlike the United States, virtually is. 
As a matter of convenience, Canada exports oil to 
the United States frem the west and imports oil in 
^he east. But construction of a pipeline linking 
Quebec and the Maritime Provinces to the rest of 
Canada will enable Canada to meet all of its own 
oil and gas needs ... the only industrial nation 
presently in that happy position. 

‘‘So it is undei-standable that Canada has ele¬ 
vated the price of its exports to cover the increased 
cost of its imports, and it has been clear that 
Canada eventually would have to terminate those 
exports unless substantial new reserves were 
found.” 

The; Times refere to the talk of trying to force 
(Canadian concessions and says it is wrong. ‘‘Both 
nations in recent years have been making too any 
unilateral decisions regarding bilateral affairs, un¬ 
loading sui-prises on each other that are havdly 
conducive to neighborly relations.’' r 

Negotiation, not reprisal, must become a way 
f)f life between the two nations, says the news¬ 
paper. And on this, most Canadians should agree. 




Where is gold going? 


A s GOOD AS GOLD. The old phrase lingers. 

But who can be certain how good gold is? It 
i.s a most interesting question as the time comes 
when, after a 41-year ban on private owmerahip of 
raw gold in the United States. Americans are al¬ 
lowed to buy it again, and the U.S. government 
prepares to sell two million ounces of its own gold 
on the open market begining on Jan. 6. 

'The question is of just as much importance to 
Canadians as to Americans, moreover, and for 
more than one reasoon. If gold prices descend, many 
c:anadi 2 ms who have not been restricted like their 
neighbors to the south and who have invested in 
the precious metal will suffer losses at least on 
paper in the short run, and may have to wait— 
again who knows how long?—until gold climbs 
again before they can break even or take a profit. 
Of course the reverse will hold true—^they may 
profit immediately—if the price goes up. One can 
find experts to predict that the prices will go in ?i- 
t her direction. 

But more than that, the gold-selling beginning 
in the United States, if it turns out to be a full- 
fledged spree, could have a marked effect on the 
U.S. economy, with i^ults for Canada too — and 
not entirely pleasant. 

For in.stancp. the U.S. Federal Re.serve Board 


chairman, Arthur F. Bums, in arguing for a six- 
month extension of the ban on gold ownei*ship, 
.suggested that a quick removal of the lestrictions 
cbuld “complicate a financial situation that is al¬ 
ready beset by strains and stresses.” 

For one thing, according to Mr. Burns and to 
some other economists, Americans may itish to their 
banks and tmst companies and savings and loan so¬ 
cieties to withdraw funds to buy bars and tablets imd 
coins of gold and, if the drain is severe enough, 
cause a ciedit crunch for lack of sufficient money 
on deposit. That, Mr. Burns has said, would retard 
any recovery of the almost-dead housing industry, 
forc*e cutbacks in capital spending and have further 
unhealthy results. A continuing moribund housing 
industry' in the United States, it should be noted, 
would mean a continuing poor market for British 
Columbia forest products. 

But again, there is no telling what is about to 
begin happening. It could be that Americans will 
have little interest in an investment opportunity 
which they have done without for 41 years, and it 
could also be—such a rumor has been heard—that 
oil-rich Arab nations may buy up the U.S. govern¬ 
ment offering. Coming weeks may bring surprises 
for people who think they can predict economic 
outcome.^.

Thus, at the moment of 
acutest tension whM on com¬ 
munique morning Prime Min¬ 
ister Harold Wilson clashed 
with Giscard over the renego¬ 
tiated terms. London had 
British memberehip of the 
Market on the brink. A 
French official scaled the en¬ 
counter down to "a caustic 
riposte” by"" Wilson, though 
later in the day the Frenc h 
were taking a more serious 
view of it. The German dele¬ 
gation seemed to have missed 
it altogether and reported that 
Britain’s chances of remain¬ 
ing in Euix)|»e had been 
strengthened. 

P'or the British this was 
rcHindmg comers. It was not 
until well «»n into the evening 
that France was wxm over to 
a compromise on Britain’s de¬ 
mand for a scIf-c-oiTecting 
mechanism to scale down the 
British contribution to the Eu¬ 
ropean budget in hard times. 

Giscard is a cool customer 
vvIk) dislikes explosions of ner¬ 
vous temperament. He sees 
•the thrice-yearly "European 
Councils’’ as simple cabinet 
meetings of hea(Ls of stale 
and foreign minisfei-s, 


stripped of all excess formali¬ 
ty, in which the European 
leaders will get used to work¬ 
ing as colleagues. The French 
president, who hands over his 
chairmanship of the Market 
at the end o# the year, hopes 
that the habit of cooperation 
will become so firmly rooted 
that his eiglil partners will no 
longer feel the temptation to 
break ranks and gather round 
Washington. 

★ ★ ★ 

It remains to be seen 
whether the theatre of sum¬ 
mitry will die with European 
■■summits.” It can be'^ugued 
that Europe needs its periodic 
confrontations, its festivals of 
suspicion and guile, in which 
everyone lets off steam. It 
may be that certain issues 
like the British contribution to 
the Market budget can be set¬ 
tled only in an extremely 
heated discussion. Cabinet 
manners can pajic^ over in¬ 
growing differences, as Gis- 
caiti well knows from living 
so long at the cold shoulder of 
de Gaulle and Pompidou. 

For fear of boiling over in 
summits. European feeling 
could iust leak away in coun¬ 
cils. It is something that 
Kuro|)e will have to watch.

Canada should support 
more than a ‘palace guard’ 


Politically and economi¬ 
cally, this is how one autlion- 
ty sum.s UP the danger to our 
hopes for democracy; “Eng¬ 
land is bioke, Italy in chaos, 
Portug^ on the brink of tu¬ 
mult, Spain on the way. Ja¬ 
pan’s djmamism sfvjwing 
signs of (hssolving like a wet 
noodle, Asia disintegrating, 
much of Africa starving, and 
communism spreading like a 
prairie fire.” 

To this I wtKJld simply add 
that a major premise of de¬ 
mocracy - "all men are 
created free and equal" is 
now being used 'with devastat¬ 
ing effect by those having the 
wherewithal to blackmail the 
creator-nations of such free¬ 
dom and opportunity as the 
world now enjoys. 

Militarily, the odds are at 
least 50:50 there will soon be 
another war in the Middle 
East. The U.S. will certainly 
help Israel with arms. The 
Arabs and their sjinpathizers 
will again embargo oil to the 
U.S., and prcbably other 
countries as wiell. But the 
chance of this blackmail 
being accepted a second time, 
and no response with anyihing 
more potent than Kissinger’s 
dynamic diplomacy, Is very 
great indeed. 

Nevertheless, in the midst 
of this frightening interna¬ 
tional instability, our minister 
of defence casually let it he 
known that Canada might 
have to cut her regular 
forces from 83.000 to 50,000. 
Though this number was sub¬ 
sequently watcred-up in re- 
sp(»ise to massive editorial 
reaetkHi in the Canadian 
press (more than over the 
unification pn»blem, possi¬ 
bly). the episode will further 
undermine the confidence of 
responsible Canadians ^ in 
DND’s political leadership. 


What Defence Minister 
Richardson seems to have 
overlooked is this: Back in 
the 50s. when the West pos¬ 
sessed a credible deterrent in 
the form of U.S. strategic nu¬ 
clear weapons unmatched by 
Russian counteniarts. and the 
threat to our denwxracy was 
demonstrably less than it 'Is 
today, the Canadian goveim- 
ment considered it prudent to 
have IL’5.000 well paid, well 
eejuipped troops on hand. The 
burden for suprwrting this 
force was accepted bec ause 
we had leaders who recog¬ 
nized that the number was arn 
propriate to our wealth and 
proportionate to what allies 
were doing.

always credited with being 
outstanding on the .lob. So the 
Canadian pubbe, UN, albes 
and friendis will continue lo 
expect our participation on 
such operations —f erne busi¬ 
ness, I might add. with cer¬ 
tain promise of a bull market 
in the future.

Confidence betrayed 

Canadians stunned 
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An open letter to the Hon. Mitchell Sharp 

Millions of Canadians during the past few days have 
learned through the news media that ypu as the represent¬ 
ative of our federal government will introduce a bill propos¬ 
ing a 50 per cent inci'ease in the salaries and ta.x free allow¬ 
ances of members. lam convinced that most Canadians like 
myself were stunned, very sick at heart and frustrated that 
after the very strong mandate so recently given to our gov¬ 
ernment our confidence should be betrayed to this extent. 

A news item on the first page of the Victoria Colonist of 
December 15 quotes you as saying that "you did not relish 
the thought of defending these increases.’’ ’This. Mr. Sharp, is 
putting the situation more than mildly. 

In the face of the longest and most serious period of infla¬ 
tion in Canada’s history, commencing possibly with the in- 
fanxMis 34 per cent Seaway settlement in the early 1960’s, the 
passing of this Bill could spell .the political suicide of the Lib¬ 
eral Party and could wtell add fuel to the current belief that 
extravagant federal and provincial government spending and 
uncontrollable labour demands are the main causes of our ac¬ 
celerating inflation. 

The Colonist article quotes as the main argument in favor 
of such an exhorbitant increase the need to .‘‘attract high- 
calibre politicians.’’ This argument is not valid as the need 
will not arise until the next election when any salary changes 
should be made in the light of ( onditions at that time. Mean¬ 
time we should all practise some self-denial and try to ward 
off any further economic regression. 

The proposed Bill will raise the question in the minds of 
many voters as to whether the Bill was inspired by the unfa¬ 
vorable conipwirison of federal members’ salaries with the 
salaries of the Barrett government. 

As you recall the NDP, soon after their unexpected elec¬ 
tion two years ago, wasted no time in raising their salaries 
by unjustifiable amounts. This combined with undesirable 
socialistic measures and infringement on our personal liber¬ 
ties destroyed confidence in our province and influenced the 
whole of Canada in the collapse of the NDP in the last federal 
election. 

We hope and pray. Mr. Sharp, that your conscience and 
your interest in the ^ture of Canada will lead you either to 
resign as House Leader or to drastically modify the proposed 
salary Bill or preferably to withdraw it entirely at this criti¬ 
cal stage.

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Arabs to wield oil 
as economic weapon 
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Hopefid siffns 

West seeks way out 
of energy dilenuna 

By I'ETEK BK KI.EY, from Washington 

A handful of developments this week provides some small 
hope that the western \jorld will find a way of managing its 
enormous energy problems. 


We’re here to net the baaic price of oil for 11175,” Jamshid 
.\niouzega>'* of Tran told me as the ministem of the petroleum- 
exporting countries, or OPEC, gathered here in Vienna the 
other day. But that sweeping prediction has turn<‘d out to be 
an understatement. 

In fact, the oil-exporting countries are moving beyond 
price to establish conditions that will determine the basic 
character of the world economy. In comparison with their 
bold approach, the response of rich oil-consuming countries 
seems pathetic. 

The oil-price issue, at pre.sent. happens to be fairly fuzzy. 
It depends on the outcome of continuing negotiations between 
Saudi Arabia’s oil minister. Sheikh Ahmed Zaki Yamani and 
the major oil company in his country, Aramco, for a 101) per 
cent takeover of the company by the Saudi government. 

The assumption here, however, is that the .Saudis will 
achieve lOQ per cent ownership, and that all other oil-produ( - 
ing countries will swiftly comply with that pattern. 

And in condjunction with that effort comes the adoption 
of a uniform price for oil. That price, fi.xed around a standard 
set by the Saudis in a meeting at Abu Dhabi last month, was 
instituted by OPEC members here, and gives them a take of 
more than $10 iier barrel — an increase of 38 cents per barrel 
over the price prevailing in the last quarter of this year.

• Japan, the most vulnera¬ 
ble of all major industrial 
countries, to oil disruptions, 
produced a plan to shave 
back its oil imports in 1975 
while still allowing for a real 
expansion in economic activi¬ 
ty 

• Saudi Arabia loosened 
its bulging purse enough to 
lend the World Bank $750 mil¬ 
lion ffir its jirogram of help to 
less-developed countries, a 
record borrowing from a sin- 

country. 

♦ ★ ♦ 

None of these developments 
signals a breakthrough, en¬ 
ergy experts here conceded. 
In each case, the events 
might be regarded as too lit¬ 
tle, too late in view of the size 
of the problems to be over¬ 
come and the length of time 
the western countries have 
had to devise a response. 

But even some timid steps 
forward '-liould be welcome on 
days when the rest of the cc'o- 
nomic news is gloomy. 

The agreement between 
Ford and Giscard d’Estaing 
apjiears to en<l any serious 
possibility of confi:on(ati<*n be¬ 
tween the U.S. and Frame on 
energy. 

Rather, they are to work 
jointly with other oil-import¬ 
ing countries and later with 
oil-producing slates and the 
poorer countries on a resolu¬ 
tion of the crisis caused by 
the four-lold increase in world 
oil prices. 

In Brussels, the nine com¬ 
mon market countries have 
agreed to reduce the growih 
in their energy consumption 
during the next 10 years to 3.5 
per cent annually from the

previous forecasts of five I»er 
cent. 

That would allow a substan¬ 
tial reduction in the communi¬ 
ty’s dependence on imported 
energy supplies, particularly 
oil. 

The Japanese plan, an- 
nouni ed after a Toyko cabinet 
meeting, calls for a three-per 
cent reduction in oil consump- 
liftn next year compared with 
1974, in an apparent response 
to U. S. proposals that the 
major consuming countries 
reduce oil imports as a means 
of improving their negotiating 
|H>sition with the Arab- 
dominated oil-producing car¬ 
tel.

Japanese officials said that, 
despite the cut. their economy 
is ex|)ected to grow by four t«i 
five fier cent in Teal terms, 
after a setback in the current, 
year. 

The World Bank’s success 
in extracting funds from 
.Saudi Arabia was regarded as 
a small but significant part of 
the international effort to re¬ 
cycle some of the profits 
being stored up by the oil- 
cartel members, even though 
the Saudis apparently drove a 
hard bargain on the terms of 
the loan. 

The bank estimates it has 
borrow'ed more than $2 billion 
from members of the oil car¬ 
tel,- including a previous 
record of $500 million from 
Venezuela. 

it it it 

The borrowings represent 
only a fraction of the tens of 
billions of dollars being ac¬ 
cumulated by the oil produc¬ 
ers sums which many econ¬ 
omists regard as a time bomb 
with a short fuse, threatening 
the world’s economic system. 

Coupled with positive stefis 
being taken by the ma jor oil- 
imi»orting nations, however, 
the loans may be viewed as 
another indication that the 
cartel members are |>art of a 
world-wide "club" of coun¬ 
tries interested in preserving 
monetary stability and help¬ 
ing the less-developed nations 
»o|»e with the world's new 
economic realities.

Spiral to contiiuie 


It is a rise of about $3 per barrel in the price which 
OPEC itsejf said, at its Teheran meeting of December la^l 
year, would prevail through all of 1974. 

In other wonB the oil price has lieeji steadily creeping up 
through 1974, and will rise again in 1975. The pressure for the 
kitest increase, it is importtmt to note, comes from Yamani 
who regularly promises that "the price will come down. ' 

What this means is not merely that the promises of a 
lower price are not to be taken seriously. Far woi-sc, the 
promises seem to be part of a clever strategy whereby the 
prospect of lower prices is used to discourage the nia.ior 
investments consuming countries would have to make now in 
order to become independent of foreign oil producers. 

Apart from setting the price, the oil-producing ccMjntnes 
have agreed to hold a meeting of tlieir heads of state in Al¬ 
giers n^xt month. 

At that meeting they will consider various proposals put 
forward by the Shah of Iran and President Houari Boumc- 
dienne of Algeria and others linking the price of oil with the 
prices of other major items ol trade such as foodstuffs! raw 
materials and manufactured giKxis.

In that way the oil-producing c*ountries not only intend to 
protect their revenues against inflation in the major consum¬ 
ing countries. 'They also want to strike a blow for all the 
poorer countries at Hie expense of the developed world. 

P’inally the oil-producing countries are at least thinking 
about a program that will increase enormously their already 
impressive economic power. They have in mind a program 
for deliberately restraining produc.tion in onler to maintain 
price. 

As Dr. Abdcrrahman Khene. the secretary-general f*l 
OPEC, told me in an intemew; "The producing countiirv 
have gone beyond price. They are now conccroed about tlip 
burden of having to produce at a rate that depletes their 
resources. They are thinking about conscrvatii»n." 

A year, at least, w'ill go by before any coaservatinn pin 
gram could be mounted by the producing countries. Some of 
them with lai*ge populations and pressing needs —. notably 
Nigeria and Indonesia would probably never agree to mi 
back production. But many other countries could, so the 
threat of an even more powerful oil cartel is decidedly real. 

The interest of industrial countries in defending tlicm- 
selves against such pressures hardly needs to be underlined 
But the steps taken so far by the developed world have cer¬ 
tainly not impressed anybody here.

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THIS SEASON seems t«» have more than a usual quota 
of outst.andinK candidates deservinj; of recognition as the 
most valuable player in the .National Hockey Ledgue. Bobby 
Orr and Phil Eaposko of the BestoWi Bmins always hava to be 
considered when it comes time for Hart trophy balloting, and 
Gary Smith of Vancouver Canucks rates right up there with 
anyone in .a field which also includes Gilbert Perreault of the 
Buffalo Sabres, Rogatien Vachon of Los Angeles, Bobby 
Garke of Philadelphia Hyers and Guy Lafleur of Montreal 
Canadiens. But. on what has happenc’d ^o far this season, no¬ 
body in the NHL has better credentials for most-valuable rec¬ 
ognition than two fellows who between them have played only 
one complete NHL season They’re not eligible for the Hart 
Trophy, but general-manager .lake Milford of the Kings and 
manager-coac k Phil Maloney «>f the Canucks, who owns that 
complete season, have to rate as more important to their 
clubs than anyone wh«) makes his contribution on skates. 

In a season which has pnKtuced many surprises, the 
Kings and Canucks have been little less than astonishing. It 
is quite possible, perhajis ev en probable, that neither will be 
able to maintain their rarly-.season pace, but their perform¬ 
ance has been so solid that it chies seem quite safe to believe 
both have emerged fn>m the expansion pack and are well on 
their way to parity. 


IT IS INTERE.STING to note how the Kings and Canucks 
built up their personnel and it had to come from Scratch as 
Mike Corrigan of the Kings is the only player left from the 
expansion draft which spawned the two clubs. 

The Kings, among the six clubs allowed to enter m 1967. 
tried not to wait for the amateur draft to brmg results and 
traded their choices freely 'The only players listed on their 
current roster who were obtained in the amateur draft are 
Neil Komadoskl. Dave Hutchison. Don Ko/ak, Butch Goring 
and Vic Venasky It’s not much of a nucleus, and what makes 
the Kings tick are the players obtained in trades Vacbm. 
defencemen Terry Harper. Bob Murdoch, and Sheldon Kan- 
negiesser and forwards .Mike Murphy. Tom Williams, .tuba 
Widing. Dan Maloney and ('lene Carr. 

That group cost the Kings a few draft < hoices. but ibey 
made key additions siu h as Bob Benw. Gary Edwards. Bob 
Nevin and l^rry Brown through purchase or the intra-league 
draft and it would seem that they are well ah&ad in their 
dealing for personnel. 

Even further ahead are the Canucks, who sUand by thenv 
selves as traders since they came into the league in 1970 al¬ 
though few of their deals involved draft choices. 

The Canucks took their first big step towards i*espcct- 
ability on the ice on May 14. 1973. when they closed a deal 
with Chicago Black Hawks which brought Smith and Jerry 
Korab in exchange for Dale Tallon, the disappointing first- 
ever Vancouver draft choice. Seven months later. Korab went 
to Buffalo and the Canucks added Tracy Pratt and John 
Gould. 

That threc-for-one exchange was quite an accomplish¬ 
ment. but the Canuck.s had just begun iheir build-up. This 
year they started by sending Boh Schmaut/ to BosU»n, and 
while Fred O’Donnell decided to jump to the World Hockey 
Association, the Canucks got something special in Chris 
Oddleifson and ended up ahead on this ope. too. 

.And there was more to come. They managed to get (Jerry 
Meehan and Mike Rohitaille from the .Sabres for Jocelyn 
Guevremont. another disappointing first-round draft choice, 
and then put Toronto Maple Leafs on their list of victims by 
getting (Jarry Monahan and John Grisdale for Dave Dunn. 
I.ater. Ab DeMarco came from Pittsburgh Penguins, who ac¬ 
cepted Barry Wilkins a.s payment. 

In total, it’s even more impressive a standout goal¬ 
keeper in Smith, defencemen Rohitaille. Pratt. Grisdale and 
De.Marco and forwards Oddleifson. Gould. Monahan and 
Meehan in return for Schmautz. Tallon. Guevremont. Dunn 
and Wilkins. And the CJanucks even gained on a 1971 deal with 
Canadiens. who gave up Greg Boddy for a third-round drafi 
choice wh * turned out to ho a fellow named Jim Cahoon. 


•AI.THOI fiH .MILFORn. who had settled down in Vi( loria 
hf*foie the Kings called on him. and Maloney weren’t there 
for all of the, dealing, they made the moves which pul it 
together. Both t«x)k over their new .jobs about h;ilf-way 
through last season, and .Milford got immediate results as the 
Kings rallied to finish .33-3.3-12 after he had engineered the 
deals with New York Rangers which brought Kannegiesser. 
Murphy and Williams (for (Villes Mamtte and ReAl Lemieux) 
and Carr (for Kings’ first-round pick in the 1977 drafti 
.Maloney took over as (oach on Jan. 14. got instant good 
response from his players, was named general-manager on 
Jan. 31. and started his housecleaning with the deal which 
brought. Oddleifson. 

But w'hile they found the necessary parts, the biggest thing 
Maloney and Milford brought to their clubs is credibility 
Both followed regimes in which it was lacking, and changes 
were needed. But personnel doesn’t mean all that much 
unless thci*e is motivation, and that starts with the image 
projected from the top. Games may be won on the ice, but 
the season depends on how- things are handled off the ice. The 
biggest decision for any club is the decision on who will niak" 
the decisions, lotting .Makmey and Milford make them is re¬ 
ally what has turned things amund for the Canucks and 
Kings.

The new exten^led deer hunting season fw archers on the 
Saanich Peninsula — in the interests of crop protection — 
could be disastrous to the improved hunter image fish and 
wildlife groups are trying to foster among the general public. 

I can just imagine the outcry that is bound to come when 
a wounded deer runs through a nature lover’s yard with an 
arrow sticking ou^ of it. 

And don’t thind it isn’t likely to happen! 

The archers who take up this opportunity of an extra 
deer season don’t have to have any particular quaUfications 
as archers. 

All they have to have is a provincial hunting licence a 
provincial bow hunting licence, and a special area bow hunt¬ 
ing permit which can be obtained from the local police 
forces. 

Ability to shoot an arrow straight and true doesn’t come 
into the j^icture. 

There are archers in the several bow clubs in the Greater 
Victoria area who have the ability to stalk and kill a deer 
with a minimum of suffereing to the animal . . . and if only 
they were allowed to bunt these aninvals the whole idea to use 
archers to crop the deer population wbich is such a nuisance 
to some Peninsula farmers might be sound. 

But read this. 

One would-be deer hunter this week apjaroached^Bill Hall, 
who organized the fish and game club’s archery program. “I 
just got my bow hunting licence and special perit. Now will 
you show me how to shoot an arrow,” he asked. 

That man at least asked for some instruction, although it 
would take months, sometimes years, to show him how to 
handle a bow and arrow sufficiently well that he could be 
considered qualified for hunting big game. 

How many other hunters have obtained their licence and 
permits without even bothering to get archery instruction? 
That is the question. 

Hall, himself has given up rifle hunting and gone exclusi¬ 
vely to archery. He has bagged almost all available big game 
in B.C. with an arrow, has even come face to face with a 
grirzly bear. 

He is quite upset with the Saanich Peninsula deer season 
for archers. 

“If the farmers want these deer cropped we would be 
glad to do it for them a.s a service. If they want them de¬ 
stroyed, we can do it,” he says. 

But, he adds, the farmers should phone the organized 
clubs and ask for help from qualified archers. Permits, he 
says, should be issued, not thrwgh police forces, but through 
the archery clubs who know which archers are qualified. 
Hall’s phone number is 386-3919. 

Hall spent five hours in Saanich Peninsula Wednesday 
looking for farmers who wanted deer destroyed. "The people 
I met who had property big enough to hunt — say 50 acres — 
told me they had no deer problem,” he said. 

He maintained bow hunters shouldn’t have to ask for pei^ 
mission to hunt. The farpiers who want help should ask the 
bow hunters. 

Hall fears bow hunters will get more bad publicity than 
good out of the existing program.

Lacrosse should look to new 
areas for expansion rather 
than by increasing the 
number of teams in cities 
where the sport is already es¬ 
tablished.

pete in 1975.- 

The commissioner said 
franchise applications from 
Saanich and Surrey groups, 
heard last weekend in New' 
Westminster, have been re¬ 
jected. 

Tlie Saanich proposal, made 
by George Sharpies of the 
Saanich Minor Lacrosse Asso¬ 
ciation, was the strongest and 
will be considered again in a 
year’s time, Donaldson said. 

“Until the senior lacrosse 
situation in Victoria is set¬ 
tled,” he explained, “we can’t 
take a chance on another Is¬ 
land team.” 

The Senior “A” Victoria 
Shamrocks finished last in the 
Western Lacrosse Associaticm 
last season and there were 
rumors the club would not 
compete again, particularly if 
the professional National La¬ 
crosse League expanded.

The amendments to the 
Provincial Court Act. passed 
at the spring session of the 
legislature this year, reduce 
to 65 the potential retirement 
age for all. provincial court 
judges. Before passage of the 
amendments, the retirement 
age was 70 for most judges, 
alUtough it was 75 for a feNv. 

The amendments permit the

He only stays sober in jail 
but judge took pity on him

Frank Peter Ellis used to 
be a first-rate fisherman until 
booze got the better of him — 
and he still is a good worker 
when h e’s sober. 

. The trouble is he's only 
sober when he is in jail and 
the ofdy work he does is as a 
trusty washing police cars 
and doing similar chores 
around the Victoria police sta¬ 
tion and jail. 

That assessment of the 
greying, crewcut Victorian, 
who is still well-built at 56, is 
based on more than five years 
of reporting in Judge William 
Ostler’s section of Victoria 
Provincial Court. 


For those five years and 
more. Ellis has bew appear¬ 
ing regularly on charges of 
causing a disturbance — 
usually by being drunk—and 
being sent away for jail stays 
of anywhere from five days to 
six months. 

The sentences have been 
imposed in sadness by Ostler 
and relief judges. They know 
Ellis has been sliding slowly 
downhill for years because of 
alcohol but there is really 
nothing they can do to help 
him unless he wants to help 
himself. 

It used to be that Elbs 
would tell the judge he was 
guilty but he expected to get a 
j^ on a fisltooat any day. He 


wore out that story over the 
years and, in recent appear¬ 
ances. has talked of taking a 
bus to Vancouver to live with 
a sun. 

Thursday, Ellis was back 
before Ostler and pleaded 
guilty to a charge of causing 
a disturbance by using obs¬ 
cene language Wednesday 
evenaig on Broad Street. 

It was the same old story. 
Elhs had been released last 
weiekend from the Snowden 
forestry camp in the Camp¬ 
bell River, where he had been 
serving his latest drunk-and- 
disturbing term, came to Vic¬ 
toria by bus and found some 
liquor again. 

Prosecutor C. W. Vause 


didn’t have to read a record 
for FilBs. The judge knew it. 

He said somewhat sadly. 
“You had it in your power, 
Mr. Ellis, to give me a very 
nice Christmas gift ... by 
staying away over the holi¬ 
days.” 

ESlis again began talking of 
a bus trip to Vancouver but 
the judge pointed out he only 
talked about it and never 
wient. 

Well, said EUlis, "I’m not 
going to pay my way over." 

Replied Ostler: “If I really 


believed you’d go over to sec 
your son, I’d be glad to pay 
your way over.

What to do? The judge de¬ 
cided to “give you one more 
chance to be out for Christ¬ 
mas” and said toere were 
many agencies which would 
provide Ellis wnth a bus ticket 
to Vancouver.

“Thousands of dollars are being spent on 
the work being done there,” Fleming said, 
“and there’s no reason why it couldn't be 
done by union workers.” 

He said the picket w’ould likely remain 
until the woricers on the job were unionized, 
or until the contract was turned over to a 
union contractor.

One came from Oscar 
Fogde of Port Angeles. It is 50 
years old and was the break¬ 
fast menu of Holley’s Cafe 
which used to occupy the pre¬ 
mises of today’s House of 
Four Seasons at 646 F<mT. 

In the mid-’20s, Fogde 
wrote, he was a member of 
Gene . Pearson’s orchestra, 
and made occasional trips to 
Victoria for radio broadcast¬ 
ing. 

“On our trip to the dock in 
the morning for the return 
trip (to Port Angeles) we 
used to stop at Holley’s Cafe 
for breakfast. The prices 
looked so good we couldn’t 
help swiping a menu for com. 
parison prices with our own 
restaurants.’’ 

If the prices looked good 50 
years ago. here’s how good 
they look now, compared with 
today’s menu. 

Liver and bacon cost 40 
cents, now J2.30. Pork chops 
were 55 cents, now $2.65. Sir¬ 
loin steak cost 70 cents, now 
$4.95. A plain omelette w-as 35 
cents, now $1.40. 

The second letter came 
from Bill Baker in Peter¬ 
borough, Ont. As a 20-year’old 
crew member of the frigate 
HMCS Cape Breton, he was at 
Esquimau while his ship was 
being refitted for service in 
the Pacific. VE Day was over 
but VJ Day had not yet come. 

To earn e.xtra money, Baker 
got a job washing ^shes at 
the Maple Leaf Fountain on 
Douglas. He kept one of the 
menus as a souvenir. 

In those days the bill of fare 
consisted of light dishes most¬ 
ly but the fountain ser\’ed 
breakfast. 

Still in the same location, 
the business now is called the 
Maple Leaf Restaurant and 
serves just about everything. 

Back in 1945 it cost 10 cents 
for a glass of orange juice.

PRINCETON, N.J. (UPI) — 
Seward Johnson's 50-r6om 
$15-million mansion is rising 
like a mountain of stone to 
F>rove the adage “A man's 
home is his castle.” 

"My wife and I are building 
this house primarily to avoid 
the dangers that have become 
apparent to people of wealth 
from extortioners, kidnappers 
and thieves,” said Johnson, 
the 79-year-old heir to the 
Johnson & Johnson millions. 

A forest separates the man¬ 
sion from th<^ o fthe merely 
rich. One swimming pool will 
be almost as big as a football 
field. Johnson’s ‘ young wife 
Barbara has named the estate 
“Jashna Polana.” of “Happy 
Fields.’’ 

Johnson, like other angry 
taxpayers, has been fighting 
over the tax assessment on 
his land He purchased the 
wtx)ded liO-acre tract for $1 
million, and that is its 
assessed value. But Johnson 
argues that it is worth no 
more than $5(X),(KX). 

However, some township of¬ 
ficials say next spring when 
the mansion will be finished it 
could be worth as much as $20 
million. One item adding to 
the expense is the security 
system -- a network of elec¬ 
tronic sensing devices plus a 
private security force quar¬ 
tered in a smaller si.x- 
bedroom colonial mansion. 

Hundreds of blueprints filed 
with Princeton towmship re¬ 
veal details that will be built: 

• The main house will in¬ 
clude a 38-by-D4-foot main 
hall, a living room and dining 
room and a second floor liv¬ 
ing area. 

• Tw’o single-storey wings 


sweeping out from the main 
house will include 15 rooms: a 
wine cellar, luggage storage 
area, eight guest rooms, ser¬ 
vants quarters, a 70-by-30-foot 
game room and an indoor 
pool with a 78-foot dia metre 
dome. 

• The second floor pri¬ 
vate residence of the John¬ 
sons will include two nine-foot 
sunken marble spa-type bath¬ 
tubs, a “shampoo sink,” a 
painting room complete with 
a vault door, barred windows 
and an electrical disappearing 
staircase, a dog chute to 
allow pets to leave the bed¬ 
room area to the grounds, a 
sauna and a mechanical mas¬ 
sage table.

In the injunction apiilica-

Net course 
at Camosuu 


The provincial government 
liecame the biggest processed 
poultry producer in B.C. 
Thursday with the purchase 
of Banco Poultry Ltd. for $4.8 
million. 

Panco, located in Surrey, 
employs 400 people and holds 
40 per cent of the poultry 
market in the province. An¬ 
other chicken processing 
firm, Pan-Ready, holds 20 to 
25 per cent trf the market. The 
provincial gov^emment is a 40 
per cent shareholder of Pan- 
Ready. 

Agriculture Minister David 
Stupich, in announcing the lat¬ 
est purchase Thursday admit¬ 
ted both firms were in compe¬ 
tition. 

Panco was formerly owned 
by Federal Industries Ltd. a 
transportation and manufac¬ 
turing company. 

Fed«ral Industries Pres¬ 
ident S. A. Searie said he had 
been actively seeking a buyer 
for Panco for several months 
but had been unable to find 
one. I 

Searie said the company 
had no alternative but to close 
the plant and advised the pro¬ 
vincial government accor^g- 
ly. The company gave tl^ 
government three days to 
make a decision. 

Stupich said the plant, 
which processes turkeys as 
well as chideen, will continue 
under its present manage¬ 
ment. 

The minister noted that 
assets of the integrated 
processing otieration exceed 
the purchase price. 

“As Panco is the largest 
single factor in the B.C. 
poultry industry, a closure 
would have had an extremely 
detrimental effect on produc¬ 
ers. customers and em¬ 
ployees.” Stupich said in a 
press release. 

‘"The continuation of the 
present management with 
their expertise in the in¬ 
dustry. coupled with the fact 
that Panco has underlined pet 
assets substantially in excess 
of the ixurhase price, makes 
this an attractive investment 
for the people of B.C.,” he 
said. 

Included in the negotiated 
sale are a broiler breeding 
farm; a hatchery for turkeys, 
polls and broiler chickens; 
growing farms for both tur¬ 


keys and chickens; a feed 
mill to supply the farms and a 
processing plant. 

The company has been in 
operation for 20 years. 

Stupich said he had no idea 
why there were no bids for 
the company from the pwivate 
sector. "It was w-ell known 
that Federal wanted out,” he 
said. “But nobody came for¬ 
ward.” 

Conservative leader Scott 
Wallace said he was puzzled 
by the announcement. 

"I can’t understand why on 
earth they coiddn't find a 
buyer for a company making 
a profit of 14 i>er cent a year 


after taxes,” he said. “It just 
doesn’t make sense.” 

Wallace said the purchase 
was another example of the 
government moving into the 
private sector and eliminatng 
competition until it had com¬ 
plete control of a specific 
market.

It all depends on the class 
of drinking establishment 
beer drinkers choose as to 
what price they will pay for a 
glass of draught beer, a Li¬ 
quor Administration Branch 
spokesman said Thursday. 

The LAB’S floating price 
policy set last month allows 
the price to run between 30 
and 40 cents for a nine-ounce 
glass. 


’The floating price system 
is basically a method to en¬ 
courage up^ading of Uie 
(beer drinking) es¬ 
tablishments,” the spokesman 
said. 

He said the establishment 
asks for a price to be set on a 
glass of beer and one of the 
branch’s inspectors will set a 
price predicted on improve¬ 
ments to the drinking area.

MONTREAL lUPH - The 
organizers of the 1976 Mon¬ 
treal Olympics have under 
wraps a report that shows 
construction costs for the 
summer games will be sub- 
.stantially higher than original 
estimates, apparently leaving 
them with the decision of ei¬ 
ther finding new money 
sources or cutting back on 
planned facilities. 

The report, prepared by a 
Montreal engineering firm, 
"show.s that the (construc¬ 
tion) costs arc much higher 
than the 1972 estimates.” a 
spokesman for the Olympic 
organizing committee conced¬ 
ed Thursday. 

He said that the committee 
and city hall were “examin¬ 
ing the report and as a result 
of this will make recommen¬ 
dations” on how to meet the 
higher construction costs, 
which reportedly range up to 
a 9-1 per cent hike from the 
S250 million estimated in 1972. 

One of the alternatives not 
being considered, he said, was 
withdrawing this city’s com¬ 
mitment to host the games. 

“There’s no reason in the 
world to think that the games 
won’t be staged here,” he 
said. “The games have to be 
staged here and they will be 
sta'^ed here.’’ 

The other alternatives ap¬ 
pear lo be either finding addi¬ 
tional financing, or. more li¬ 
kely. cutting back on the fa¬ 
cilities planned for the Olym¬ 
pics. 

In making its bid for the 
eames. the city pledged that 
they would be "self-financ¬ 
ing ” through ticket sales, the 
sale of Olympic coins and 
stamps, a lottery and con¬ 
tracts and licenses sold to pri- 
\ate concerns. For example. 
Coca Cola has given $1.3 mil¬ 
lion lo Ije the official soft 
drink of ihe games and the 
.Xrnerican Broadcasting Com¬ 
pany (ABC) made a winning 
$25 million bid for television 
rights. 

Both coin und stamp sales 
are reported running above 
their .$250 million and $10 mil¬ 
lion respective revenue pro¬ 
jections and the lottery now is 
e.xpected to bring in $150 mil¬ 
lion instead of the $32 million 
originally forecast. 

But regardless of whether 
revenues rise above original 
projections, they will not 
make up the huge deficit 
which w'oiild result from a 
near doubling of construction 
costs. 

Ottawa has slated flatly 
that the federal government 
would not even partially fi¬ 
nance the came.v. hut would 


lend assistance in the organiz¬ 
ing and operation of the 
various fund-raising schemes. 

The province also has in¬ 
dicated it will not up its finan¬ 
cial contributions to the 
games and the national as¬ 
sembly has summoned Mon¬ 
treal Mayor Jean Drapeau to 
report to it on the reported 
cost increases. 

i\JI of which leaves the city 

which has refused to com¬ 
ment on tlie projected cost 
over-runs — wdth the burden 
of either raising the necessary 
funds through taxes or trim¬ 
ming the facilities planned for 
the games. 

One of the possible cutbacks 
would be an elimination of a 
$25 million sports complex 
planned for the mirth end of 
the city to be used for some of 
the preliminary contests. It 
also could save a substantial 
portion of the 'stadium costs 

which never have been re¬ 
leased to the public — by- 
scratching the administrative 
tower and dome planned for 
the stadium, neither of which 
are essential to staging the 
Olympics. 

The city has slated that the 
stadium would be used after 
the games for the Montreal 
Expos baseball team, tJie 
.\louettes of the Clanadian 
Football League and there is 
speculation it would be used 
as a drawing card for a Na¬ 
tional Football League fran¬ 
chise. 

If the dome were dropped 
from the plans, the city would 
have lo come up with the fi¬ 
nancing for the dome at a 
later date if it planned a year- 
round professional sports sta¬ 
dium. 

^ For the Olympics, the stadi¬ 
um would seat 70.000, but 
would have a capacity of 
about 56,000 for sports such 
baseball and football. The 
projected completion date lor 
the stadium is June 1. 1976 

The other major stadium. 
Ihe Velodrome, which will 
hold cycling and other events, 
is nearing completion. H's 
original cost estimate w'as $10 
million, but contracts issued 
already on the project put tlic 
cost over $20 millions. 

Besides construction costs, 
infation may be eating into 
the operating expenses that 
make up the original $310 mil¬ 
lion total estimate for holding 
the games here. 

The Olympic conimillee 
.spokesman said tfiose costs 
have been re-evaluated rr- 
rently. “but there’s no way of 
knowing yei what the fiulconir 
will he.”

In addition to the self-ser\e 
outlets in Nanaimo and 
ParksviUe. there is a variety 
of price and service “pack¬ 
ages” from which a motorist 
can choose which may ac¬ 
count for U»wer prices there, 
according to the report.

He suggested to the gixjup 
that they should be nickeling 
Karen Sanf »rd. the NDP >TLA 
for the riding, and Human 
Resources Minister Norman 
Levi. 

The group picketed eight 
dentists* offices in Courtenay 
and the local human re¬ 
sources office before handing 
out leaflets on the main 
street.

I seem to have been spend¬ 
ing quite a lot of time and col¬ 
umn space recently talking 
about garden books, and I 
think perhaps this is a gntMl 
thing. 

It certainly isn’t the easiest 
thing in the world to find a 
Christmas gift which will re¬ 
ally ring the bell with a 
green-thumbed relative or 
friend, but you are on pretty 
safe ground if you pick a 
book, particularly one slanted 
to his or her special interest. 

One of these specialized in¬ 
terests is indoor gardening. 
With the trend today away 
from single-family dwellings 
and into apartment and con¬ 
dominium living, many of our 
would-be gardeners are sati.s- 
fying their craving to grow 
something by turning to hou- 
seplants. 

★ 

Fortunately, there is a very- 
wide range of books on hou.se- 
plants. 

For the real buff who has 
graduated to a specialty, 
there are specialists’ books on 
African violets, on gloxinias, 
on bromeliads. ferns, minia¬ 
ture roses, foliage plants, 
racti’and succulents. 

And there are more gener¬ 


alized books better suited for 
t)€ginners and for folks with a 
wider range of houseplant in¬ 
terests.

I think about the best of the 
general houseplant books in 
my small gflrten library is 
The World Book of House 
Plants by Elvin McIDonald, 
published in Canada by Nel- 
.son, Foster and Scott Ltd. 

I don’t remember the price 
1 paid, but I would think it to 
be around $10. 

This is a big book of .’’.18 
pages, profusely illustrated 
but not in color. The first set> 
tion ks on indoor gardening 
generally, with instructions on 
how to start and care for hou- 
seplants.

The middle section is an en¬ 
cyclopedia of houseplants, 
giving the name, history and 
culture of over 700 plants, 
each one illustrated with an 
excellent line drawing of the 
plant

azines on houseplants. a list 
of dealers and suppliers, and 
an excellent index.

which I find myself consulting 
frequently is Begonias, Glox¬ 
inias and African Violets, by 
H. G. Witham Fogg, published 
in England by John Gifford 
Ltd. 

Fogg knews his subjects 
thKinHighly. and regarding the 
tuberous begonia, I was inter¬ 
ested to learn that he favors 
planting the tubers BELOW 
the soil surface rather than 
leaving the top of the bulb un¬ 
covered, as advocated by 
most U.S. books on this sub¬ 
ject; several years ago I 
came to this same conclusion. 

I find myself in agreement 
with the author, too. on the 
< ulture of African violets. He'‘ 
believes, as I do. that the 
plants should be given plenty 
of direct sunshine in winter to 
pi‘5mote more continuous 

bloom. 

He believes the two most 
common faults are over-wa¬ 
tering and over-potting; that 
is, gi-owing the plant in loo 
large a pot.

The B«x)k of Cacti and 
other Succulents is a particu¬ 
larly fascinating volume; this 
is by Claude ^idamian and 
is published by Doubleday. 

The author. a world- 

■•s • 


renowned expert on cacti, 
traces the evolution of these 
drought-resistant plants from 
the E:ocene period, some 5b 
million years ago, showing 
how they developed the ability 
lo store water in their fleshy 
leaves and . stalks against 
times of dryness. 

The book is profusely illus¬ 
trated, and the color phf>- 
tographs are lifelike and 
beautiful. While the iaw- 
breaking Latin botanical 
names are given, the author 
makes a special point of 
always mentioning the com¬ 
mon English name.

1 can struggle through and 
make some sense out of most 
Latin botanical names, but 
the Cactus family abounds in 
such dillies as Echinofossulo- 
cactus multicostatus: it is a 
lot easier to call it the Brain 
Cactus. 

Some of these common 
names are most interest- 
provoking : Hottentot F'ig, 
.Shriner’s Plant, Cigaretta. 
Elk’s Horn. Pincushion and 
Dumpling Cactus. This last i.s 
the one that produces Mescal, 
a hallucinatory drug some¬ 
thing like LSD.

.As far as court historians can dig 
back, this is the first time in history the 
rule of conciseness has been invoked at 
thi.s lofty level of jurisprudence.

The board said there is “no 


basis for optimism” that the 
1975 increase in food prices 
will be any less than it was 
this year when costs rose 
roughly 16 per cent.

PARIS (UPl) The United 
States will come off worst 
among 24 top non-communist 
nations facing the prospects 
of the most drastic economic 
slump since the Second World 
War, an authoritative report 
said Thursday. 

The 24-nation Organizaiton 
for Economic Co-operation 
and Development, which 
charts the economies oT tiie 
industrialized world, said of 


the United States; “On 
present estimates it will be 
the most depressed economy 
in the area wdth an absolute 
decline in activity in both 1974 
and 1975.” 

It “said the reason was U.S. 
authorities’ determination to 
whittle down inflation at all 
costs by cooling off demand 
for consumer goods. 

The U.S. rece^Tonls pulling 
down the economies of other 


OECD nations because of die 
dominant role of the U.S. 
economy, the report said. 

High inflationary rates 
caused by previous e.xcess de¬ 
mand for consumer goods 
have combined with the oil 
crisis to hit Western econo¬ 
mies with a full blow, “proba¬ 
bly unprecedented outside the 
time of war,” it said.

OTTAWA (UPI) — The Canadian Council on 
Social Development said Thursday it opposed Urban 
Affairs Minister Barney Danson’s new housing pro¬ 
visions which provide federal subsidies to private 
money lenders. 

Serge Carreau of the council’s housing com¬ 
mittee said the new policy was “a dangerous pi*e- 
ccdent and one which will primarily benefit 
relatively affluent families rather than those most 
in need.” 

He said that the ceiling on income brackets 
which qualify for subsidies, and which vary depend¬ 
ing on location and size of family, was too high in 
most places. 

Carreau called the measures an inefficient use 
of scarce capital rosoui*ces.

The council said the government should be 
dii-ecting its funds toward improving existing hous¬ 
ing and helping the needs of low-income Canadians.

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THIS SEASON scoms bi have moif* tlian a usual quota 
of outstanding candidates deserving of recognition as the 
most valuable pla>er in the National Hockey_L«ague. Bobby 
OiT and Phil Esijosilo of the Boston Bruins always have to be 
c onsidered when it comes time for Hart trophy balloting, and 
(lary Smith of Vancouver Canucks rates right up there with 
anyone in a field which also includes (.lilbert Perreault of the 
Buffalo Sabres. Rogatien Vachon of Los Angeles. Bobby 
Clarke of Philadelphia I'lyers and Guy Lafleur of Montreal 
Canadicns. But. on what has happorx'd so far this season, no¬ 
body in the NHL has better credentials for most-valuable rec¬ 
ognition than two fellcwvs wh«) between them have played only 
■ one complete NHL season. They’re not eligible for the Hart 
Trophy, but general-manager Jake Milford of the Kings and 
manager-coach Phil Maloney of the Canucks, who owms that 
c-omplete season, have to rate as ntorc important to their 
clubs than anyone who makes his contribution on skates. 

In a season which has produced many surprises, the 
Kings and Canucks have been little less than astonishing. It 
IS quite possible, i>erhaps even probable, that neither will be 
able to nvaintain their early-.-eason pa< e. but their perform¬ 
ance has been so solid that it does seem quite safe to believe 
both have emerged fn)m the expansion pack and are well on 
their way to parity. 


IT IS I.NTKRESTINfi to note how the Kings and Canuck.s 
built up their jiersonnel and it had to come from scratch as 
Mike Corrigan <rf the Kings i.s the only player left from the 
c.xpansion draft which spawTied the two clubs. 

The Kings, among the six clubs allowed to enter in 1967, 
tried md to wai^ for the amateur draft to brir^ results and 
traded their choices freely. The only players listed on their’ 
current- roster whi were obtained in the aniateur draft are 
Neil Kom-idoski. Dave Hutchison. Don Kozak. Butch Goring 
and Vic Venasky. It's not much of a nucleus, and what makes 
the Kings tick are the players obtained in trades Vachon. 
defencemen Ten*y Harper. B<ih Murdoch, and Sheldon Kan- 
negiesser and forwards .Mike Murphy, Tom Williams. Juha 
Widing. D'jn Maloney and Gene Carr. 

That group cost the Kings a few draft choices, hut they 
made key additions such as Rob Berry. Gary Edwards. Boh 
Nevin and l.arry Brown thnmgh purchase or the intra-lcague 
draft and it would seem that they are well ahead in their 
dealing for personnel. 

Even further ahead are the Canucks, who sUind by them¬ 
selves as traders sime they < ame into the league in 1970 al¬ 
though few f>f their deals involved draft choices. 

The Canucks took their first big step towards respect¬ 
ability on the ice on May 14. 197.1. when they closed a deal 
with Chicago Blick Hawks which brought Smith and Jerry 
Korab in exchange for Dale Tallon, the disappointing first-, 
ever Vancouver draft choice. Seven months later. Korab went 
to Buffalo and the Canucks added Tracy Pratt and John 
Gould. 

That three-for-one exchange was f|uite an accomplish¬ 
ment, but the Canucks had just begun their build-up. This 
year they started by sending Bob Schmautz to Boston, and 
while Fred O’l>onnell decided to jump to the World Hockey 
.\5so< iation. the Canucks got something special in Chris 
Oddleifson and ended up ahead on this one. too. 

.^nd there was more to come. They managed to get Gerry 
Meehan and Mike Robitaille from the .Sabres for Jocelyn 
Guevremont. amuher disappointing first-i-ound draft choice, 
and then put Toronto Maple Leafs on their list of victims by 
getting r.arry .Monahan and John Grisdale for Dave Dunn. 
Later. Ab DeMarco « ame from Pittsburgh Penguins, whi a< - 
cepted Barry Wilkins as payment. 

In total, it’s even more impressive a standout goal¬ 
keeper in .Smith, detencemen Robitaille. Pratt. Grisdale and 
De.Marco and forwards Dddleifson. flould, Monahan and 
Meehan in i-etui-n for .Schmautz. Tallon. Guevremont. Dunn 
and Wilkins. And the CVmucks even gained on a 1971 deal with 
('anadiens, who gave up Greg Bocldy for a third-round draft 
choice wh • turned out to be a fellow' named Jim CalH»on. 


Al.THOI 4.11 AiiI.FOKI). who had settled down in Victoria 
before the Fsings lallefi on him. and .Maloney weren't there 
for all of the dealing, they made the moves which put ii 
together. Both hx>k over their nf*w jobs ab.iut half - way 
through last .season, and .Milford got immediate results as »he 
Kings rallied to finish 33-.13-12 after he had engineered the 
deals with New York Rangers which brought Kannegiesser. 
Murphy and Williams (for (rilles Marotie and Real I..emieu\i 
and Carr (for Kings’ first-round pick in the 1977 drafD. 
.Maloney lorjk over as coach on Jan. 14. got instant good 
respsinse from his players, was named general-manager on 
Jan. .11. and started his housei leaning with the deal which 
brought Oddleifson. 

But while they tound the necessary parts, the biggest thing 
Maloney ami .Milford brought to their clubs is credibility. 
Roth followed regimes in which it was lacking, and changes 
were needed. Rut |>ersonnel doesn’t mean all that much 
unless there is motivation, and that starts with the image 
projected from the top. Games may be won on the ice, but 
the season depends on how things are handled off the ice. The 
biggest deci>ion for any club is the detdsion on w'lio will make 
the decisions. Letting .Maloney and .Milford make them is re¬ 
ally what has turned things around for the Canuck.s and 
Kings.

NANAIMO — Judge Stanley 
Wardill of provincial court 
here said Thursday that sena¬

Reading from a pre-sen¬ 
tence report, the judge noted 
that Berrigan had "graduated 
from marijuana to heroin in 
the usual fashion," and was 


dependent upon the heavier 
drug. 

In placing him on a tvao- 
year suspended sentence, the 
judge ordered Ben igan to re¬ 
frain from using any prohibit¬ 
ed or restricted drug and to 
take the necessary treatment 
at the Nanaimo Qiemical De¬ 
pendency Centre, which is 
operated by the Narcotics Ad¬ 
diction Foundation of B. C. 

Berrigan was al.so ordered 
to do 20 hours of community 
work each week until he finds 
steady employment. 

"It’s amazing how many 
people come in here on 
charges like this \^'ho are on 
drugs," the judge said.

The survey showed that 22 
of the 24 outlets listed for Port 
Alberni charged 67.9 and 68.9 
cents a gallon. 

The dealer margins the 
commission had calculated 
showed a range from six to 16 
cents a gallon for Nanaimo 
dealci’s, fix>m less than six 
cents to 16 cents a gallon for 
Parksville dealers, and from 
12 to 15.9 cents a gallon for 
Port Alberii o^alei's.

federal treasury board. 

But the workers will be 
back at their .jobs this morn¬ 
ing, Tom Dalzell. business 
representative for the Public

day. 

Dalzell said the nvass walk¬ 
out, which also struck federal 
facilities in Montreal and 
Toronto, had been triggered 
by the trea.sury board’s offer 
of an average wage increase 
of 10.*25 per cent for the 19,501) 
Canadian members of the 
General Labor Trades Group 
of the PSAC. 

"But that w’as the average 
raise,” Dalzell said.

He said that the ceiling on income brackets 
which qualify for subsidies, and which vary depend¬ 
ing on location and size of family, was too high in 
most places. 

Carreau called the measures an inefficient use 
of scarce capital resouiw-s.

He also said the government would lose control 
over the quality of housing produced under the new 
provisions. 

The council said the government should be 
directing its funds toward improving e.xisting hous¬ 
ing and helping the needs of low-income Canadians.

Shoppers fill tills faster than in 1973

4933 Wes¬ 
ley. employed nearby at 
McQuaid's Marine, saw the 
body at the same time and 
started down the stairs. Half¬ 
way down, he slipped and fell, 
striking his head against a 
wooden beam and .suffering 
facial cuts and possible facial 
fracturqs. 

The commotion had attract¬ 
ed several persons. An uni- 
d e n t i f i e d workman took 
McDiarmid to hospital for 
treatment while others lifted 
the body to the wooden walk¬ 
way. The man was pro¬ 
nounced dead at 3:20 p.m., 
shortly after arrival at Vic¬ 
toria General Hospital. 

Once source speculated the 
victim might have preceded 
McDiarmid in slipping on the 
stairs and fallen to his death.
